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CSX Railroad Responds to 
City's Concerns About Noise

Atthe August 24, 1992 regular meet- 
ing of the Romulus City Council, Mr. 
Thomas Drake, regional vice-president 
for CSX Railroad Company, appeared 
before the group. Drake was present to 
address Council's concerns — outlined to 
CSXin arecent communication—regard- 
ing trains which blow their horns loudly 
and excessively when they pass through 
the City late at night. 

It was approximately a month ago 
that the horn-blowing problem was again 
brought to Council's attention by Coun- 
cilman Ellis Pennington. The chief con- 
cerns relayed to CSX were that the horns 
are too loud and too frequent, reaching a 
point where, as a train goes through 
Romulus, it sounds like one continuous 
horn-blast. Since this problem occurs 
most frequently at night, many residents 
find that the noise interferes with their 
sleep. - 

Doyle pointed out that the railroad 
companies can't do very much concern- 
ing this issue, as our state and federal 
laws must be followed in this regard. He

noted, for example, that legislation re- 
quires trains to blow their horns 1,000 
feet before every railroad crossing. Doyle 
also stated that, within a particular 1.2- 
mile stretch of track in Romulus, CSX 
has five crossings — necessitating much 
horn-blowing. 

Federal laws also determine how 
loud train horns must be, and that, Doyle 
conceded, is very loud. 

He concluded by saying that CSX 
trains will continue to sound their horns 
at all crossings, in accordance with State 
and Federal regulations, because of 
safety and liability matters. 

After listening to Council members 
voice their thoughts, Doyle stated that 
CSX is also very concerned about this 
problem. Currently, the Company's man- 
agement is monitoring trains travelling 
through Romulus, and will continue to do 
so in the future. 

Also, added Doyle, crew members 
of Romulus-bound trains are being told 
that excessive horn-blowing will not be 
tolerated, and that engineers must oper- 
ate their horns within statutory limits. Q

Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education and Staff 
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Romulus Profile: Gloria Chandler

Romulus native, Gloria Chandler, is 
a unique woman. 

In the past few years, I've profiled 
many community leaders who strive, as 
best they can, to make Romulus a better 
place in which to live. Most of these 
people hold "high profile" positions and 
are frequently inthe public eye. Yet Chan- 
dler, who's done more for the betterment 
of Romulus than almost anyone I've met, 
seems to go about her life in a quiet and 
unassuming manner. 

From 1973 to 1978, Chandler was a 
member of the Romulus Community 
Schools Board of Education. Presently, 
she serves the community as amember 
of the Romulus Arts Council, the Romu- 
lus Historical Society, the Friends of the 
Library, and—mostimportantly, she says 
— her church. 

In a recent visit with Chandler and 
Sheldon, her husband of 36 years, | 
asked what prompted her amazingly 
impressive involvement with Romulus 
and its people. 

Said Chandler, "First of all, | love our 
town and our people. Secondly, Sheldon 
and | plan to live out our lives here, and 
we want Romulus to be a better place for 
us and others. 

"Really," she continued, "! don't do 
much. I've never done anything in par- 
ticular; I'm just there." 

And it's with this sincere and altruis- 
tic attitude that this lady does do a lot by 
being where she's needed — wherever 
and whenever that may be. 

Ifirstasked the Romulus High School 
graduate to discuss heryears as amem- 
ber of the Romulus Board of Education. 

"It started in 1973," Chandler said. 
"My kids were in school at the time, and 
| was already attending School Board 
meetings. When one of the Board mem- 
bers decided to retire, several people 
asked me to run for the opening. It was 
kind of a spur-of-the-moment decision 
and, in a very close race, | won.” 

During the five years that Chandler 
was on the School Board, the current 
Junior High School was constructed, as 
were Halecreek, Barth, and Wick elemen- 
tary schools. 

"Getting those schools built took up 
most of ourtime. Romulus was still anin- 
formula school district, so we found our- 
selves pretty much under the thumb of 
the State. It was very hard to.get things 
done.” 

A second accomplishment that oc- 
curred during Chandler's School Board 
tenure was the implementation of more 
sports for female students in a predomi- 
nantly male-oriented athletic program. 

This type of forward-thinking ledto a 
third improvement in the Romulus 
schools: that of enhancing the High 

_ School's vocational education depart- 
ment. Back then, said Chandler, there 


was a good deal of emphasis on the 
curriculum for college-bound students, 
but considerably less for students who 
would begin working immediately after 
high school. 

"We felt we needed equal emphasis 
forall students, whether they were going 
to college or to work," she said. "At the 
end, we had one of the best vocational 
Programs in the State." 

Since that time, Chandler noted, 
several teachers have commented on, 
and praised, the vocational program that 
was put into place during her service on 
the Board. 

Yet another improvement that oc- 
curred during these years was the up- 
grading of the Romulus Schools bands 
to the highly competitive level that they 
maintain today. Richard Kruse, director 
of the District's music department, has 
often acknowledged to Chandler that it 
was during her involvement with the 
School Board that the bands began their 
steady improvement. 

In 1984, Chandler became a charter 
member of the Romulus Arts Council. 
With approximately 12 members at its 
inception, the Council began its mission 
of bringing an "art emphasis" to Romulus. 

When asked to detail the group's 
beginnings, Chandler replied, "Although 
the Arts Council started in 1984, it was 
really in 1986, when Romulus was asked 
to host the Art Train, that things really got 
moving. Everyone in town, it seemed, 
pitched in and helped clean up the area 
where the Historical Park is now." 

Chandler then noted that the crea- 
tion of the Romulus Historical Museum 
and the adjacent Park stemmed from 
that 1986 activity. 

The Arts Council sponsors an an- 
nual Arts & Crafts show, slated this year 
for Saturday, September 19. For the first 
time, the event will be held at the Histori- 
cal Park. 

"Every year," smiled Chandler, “it 
gets better, with more crafters and more 
people coming to the show. And; with the 
show being held at the Park this year, 
that should help, too. We used to hold it 
at the City Hall parking lot, and that was 
okay, but | feel that there'll be a better 
atmosphere at the Historical Park.” 

This past year, the Arts Council fur- 
thered its community involvement by 
awarding a $500 college scholarship to 
Romulus High School graduate, Darrell 


_ Wanamaker. Plus, the Council helped to 


finance trips for two-local students to 
Michigan's Blue Lakes Fine Arts Camp. 

The Romulus Historical Society has 
a10-year history. Chandleris, character- 
istically, a charter member, and present- 
ly serves as the Society's treasurer. She 
credits Belleville resident, Pear! Varner, 


and Romulus resident, Helen Hay, with. 


providing the majority of work and perse- 
verance in establishing the group.

Historical Society is the recent comple- 
tion of the Historical Museum located in 
downtown Romulus. Open each Sunday 
from 1 to 4 p.m., the building has previ- 
ously served as a school house, a meet- 
ing hall, aprivate residence, and a rental 
home. Coincidentaily, said Chandler, her 
husband Sheldon once rented and lived 
in the building before they were married. 

Itwas in 1978 when Chandler joined 
the Romulus Friends of the Library. Cur- 
rently consisting of 12 members, the 
organization sponsors book sales: and 
other events to raise funds forthe Romu- 
lus Public Library. The "Friends" meet on 
the first Tuesday of each.month, noted 
Chandler. : 

This broughtus to Chandler's involve- 
ment with her church — which, she said, 
comes first and before all other things. 
Onthe Chandlers ' thirtieth wedding anni- 
versary in 1986, husband Sheldon ac- 
companied Gloria for the first time to her 
lifelong church — the Community United 
Methodist Church of Romulus. 

Now, as a couple, they are firmly 
committed to their church. Gloria cur- 
rently serves as lay leader, while Sheldon 


- is chairman of the Church's board of 


trustees. 

Said Gloria, "Our church is now our 
biggest involvement together. For years,

- foreight years), butlastyearlhadtogive 


that up because of a short illness." 


"And," smiled Sheldon, "I have to 
say that, overall, I'm glad she quit singing 
because, finally, we get to sit together!" 

A twosome as involved with their 
community as are Gloria and Sheldon 
(who is also a member of the Romulus 
Planning Commission) will likely have 
some keen observations regarding their 
town. | asked them to comment. 

"Romulus has lostsome ofits 'home- 
town' atmosphere through the years," 
said Gloria, "but, altogether, | think its a 
better community. The Airport causes 
problems because it divides our people 
geographically, but it's something we just 
have to live with." 

Added Sheldon, "We need more re- 
tail stores; but, for that to happen, we've 
got to have more residents. | think the 
City is addressing this problem by paying 
more attention to people, now, rather 
than to industry. Allin all, | think there are 
many more positive things in Romulus 
than negative ones.” 

Sheldon, 61, is also a Romulus na- 
tive. In 1987, he retired from General 
Motors Corporation, where he worked 
for 31 years as a quality assurance su- 
pervisor. Now he acts, on a part-time 
basis, as a quality engineering consult- 
ant for Borg Warner. :

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Special Baby in Romulus 
Celebrates First Birthday

There's a special one-year-old baby 
living in Romulus who is being cared for 
by an equally special lady. The little girl, 
Auburn Smith, was born with only abrain 
stem (which controls only her breathing 


and heartbeat) — a condition known as: 


anencephaly. 

Auburn's foster mother, Zola Shar- 
row, 42, has beenwith Auburn for most of 
the baby's life. In a recent interview, 
Sharrow was asked to describe a typical 
day in Auburn's life. 

"She usually wakes up at eight 
o'clock," said Sharrow. "Ittakes about an 
hour to feed her because she spits and 
sputters most of the time. 

"Then, she has to be watched con- 
stantly throughout the day because she 
has a tendency to stop breathing." 
Sharrow then noted that Auburn is fitted 
with a monitor that rings loudly if her 
breathing stops. 

"After breakfast," Sharrow continued, 
"we all go into the living room and play." 
The "we" to which Sharrow refers is a 
total of nine children, the majority of 
whom she has either adopted oris foster- 
ing. Altogether, this is a household of 12 
people, six of whom are in diapers. 

"Around noon," said Sharrow, “ex- 
cept forAuburn, allthe kids are fed lunch. 
Since | have to devote all my attention to 

~ Auburn when I'm feeding her, | wait until 
the other children are put down for naps 
before | feed her." 

It's difficult to bottle-feed Auburn 
because the combination of her tongue 
and the nipple of a bottle will frequently 
choke her. Therefore, Sharrow must feed 
herwithaspoon and, for liquids, asyringe. 

The remainder of the day, said 
Sharrow, is pretty much like the first part, 
with the children playing until dinner and 
then getting ready for bed. 

When Auburn was born on July 19, 
1991, her doctors said that she wouldn't 
live out the day. Soon after, they pre- 
dicted that she would be lucky to live 
three months. 

Said Sharrow, "The doctors gave us 
no encouragement at all. Auburn's been 
given all sorts of tests, and they don't 
understand how she's still living. They 
say that, scientifically, there's no reason 
for it; but | think God is the reason." 

As a one-year-old, Auburn sleeps 
only eight hours in a 24-hour period. 
This, said Sharrow, is not much when 
compared to a normal baby, who will 
sleep at least 12 hours per day. 

Also, Auburn doesn't like to be 
handled very much. Consequently, her 
high chair, swings, and crib have allbeen 
constructed with padding to protect her 
head, which she has difficulty controlling. 

According to Sharrow, the child will 
begin attending Woodrow Wilson School 
this year in the building's early interven- 
tion program. 

"She'll be going one day a week,” 
added Sharrow, "and the staff will come 
out here two days each week. Basically, 
they're going to help me find other ways 
to feed Auburn.” 





When queried as to how she copes 
with the difficult job of caring for Auburn, 
Sharrow replied, "I pray alot. Ourchurch, 
Saint City Church of God in Christ, is 
tight across the street and | get a lot of 
support from the pastor and the church 
members. Also, | get alot of help from my 
other children." 

This help includes Sharrow's step- 
children: Mary, age 24; Shaun, 14; and 
Chris, nine. Other children living in the 
household are Sharrow's two grandchil- 
dren: Samantha, age four, and Dustin, 
one month. Sharrow's other foster chil- 
dren are Angel, 22 months; David, 21 
months; and three-week-old Bertha. _ 

"We're adopting David for sure, and 
we're hopeful of adopting Angel and 
Bertha. There's also two-year-old Cassie, 
who lives nearby, but | take care of her 
most of the time." 

Obviously, none of this charitable 
workwouldbe possible without the strong 
support of Sharrow's husband, Walter, 
who is 50 years old. In order to provide 
financially, Walter works two full-time jobs: 
one at Thorn Apple Valley in Detroit, the 
other at Total Petroleum "wherever he's 
needed.” 

Recently, the Sharrows took out a 
loan on their house in order to build an 
addition for the children. A large and 
colorful room, it comfortably holds five 
cribs. Walter is currently inthe process of 
adding a bathroom to the new room. 

Talena Smith of Detroit is Auburn's 
biological mother. Sharrow characterizes 
her relationship with Smith as very good. 

"Talena can come here anytime to 
see Auburn — and, to be truthful, I'm glad 
when she does because, sometimes, | 
just need a break.” 

Sharrow spoke to the possibility that 
she and Walter could adopt Auburn, say- 
ing, "It's inthe court systems now, but her 
mother hasn't fully decided yet. If she 
does put Auburn up for adoption, she 
says she'll do it only if I'm the one who 
adopts her. That way, she'll know that 
she can see Auburn; with someone else, 
she may never see her again." 

Sharrow added that another issue 
regarding Auburn's adoption is that of 
Sharrow's age. As Auburn will need life- 
long care, the authorities are debating if 
Sharrow, at 42, is too old for the task. 

The Sharrows do their fostering

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Adolescents and Weight Loss

More and more, health professionals 
are becoming concerned with obesity in 
the teen years. One in four of today's 
teens are obese, an increase of approxi- 
mately 40% in the last 15 years. The 
potential problems for the overweight 
fen are serious. The need for safe and 
effective weight-management programs 
is great. 

Many of today's teens are dieting. 
Weight loss for children and teens is 
potentially hazardous. Rapid weight loss 
orrigid diets can affect growth and devel- 
opment, promote binge eating, and may 
ultimately result in weight gain. 

Overweight children and adolescents 
are often caught in a downward spiral of 
overeating, inactivity, social isolation, 
withdrawal into the home, lowered self- 
esteem, depression, and weight gain. 
Obese children and adolescents have 
an increased prevalence of irregular pe- 
tiods, hypertension, respiratory prob- 
lems, and hyperinsulinemia, and often 
suffer from peer discrimination, scholas- 
tic disadvantages, low self-esteem, and 
a negative body-image. 

Fifty percent to 95% of obese ado- 
lescents will be obese adults. If obesity 
persists throughout adolescence, it is 
likely to continue into adulthood. 

There are many explanations and 
causes for obesity in teens. Thus, any 
weight-management program for teens 
should be designed to address a diver- 
sity of areas that affect weight. 

Romulus Adolescent Health Center, 
in cooperation with Children's Hospital of 
Michigan, is adopting the Nation's lead- 
ing weight-management program for 
teens: SHAPEDOWN. The program will 
be offered atthe High School three times 
this year. Each session can accommo- 
date 10 teens, and will run for 10 weeks. 

Allteens participating will receive a com- 
plete physical and evaluation at the Cen- 
ter prior to beginning the program. 

SHAPEDOWN helps teens to take 
charge of their eating, exercise, andfeel- 
ings. Rather than setting teens up for a 
lifetime of dieting, SHAPEDOWN helps 
teens learn howto eat, move, and live in 
ways that bring out the best. Most 
SHAPEDOWN graduates are leaner, 
more fit, and have more positive atti- 
tudes about themselves andtheirbodies. 

SHAPEDOWN helps parents to ef- 
~fectively support the weight manage- 
ment of their child or teen. Parents learn 
strategies for creating a healthier family 
life-style and for helping their child or 
teen to responsibly manage his or her 
weight. In SHAPEDOWN, parents build 
a foundation for their child's weight-loss 
success and, in the process, often im- 

_prove their own health and well-being. 

SHAPEDOWN utilizes a process of 
self-directed change. In self-directed 
change, the child, teen, or parent as- 
sesses a wide range of behaviors and 


attitudes, and makes changes of their 
choice. Different changes are experi- 
mented with using strategies from the 
program's workbooks, from the interdis- 
ciplinary staff, and from other families. 
SHAPEDOWN stimulates teens to create 
aprogram thatis uniquely suitedto them. 

In SHAPEDOWN, families are sup- 
ported in adopting a moderate diet that 
provides essential nutrients (thus meeting 
the Recommended Dietary Allowances) 
and is'preventive (that is, consistent with 
the U.S. Dietary Guidelines). Yet, a set 
diet that requires calculation and feels 
depriving is not used — first, because:it 
stimulates binge eating; and, second, 
because it is not necessary to produce 
weight loss. No special foods, formulas, 
or pills are required — just low-fat, low- 
sugar, real food. 

The Health Center is excited about 
this important new program, and is plan- 
ning anorientation and information meet- 
ing for interested teens, their families, 
and other health professionals on 
Wednesday, September 16, 1992. Please 
join us at Romulus High School or call 
the Health Center at 941-1400 for more 
information. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Centerislocated in Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center Advisory Council meets on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month at 3 p.m. 
Meetings are held at the High School 
and are open to the public. Q
